Remark 

This communication is responsive to the amendment and response dated May 2, 
2006. Claims 1-8, 10-20 are presented for examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Nabulsi Basam on June 21, 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , at line 7, after "color measurement data" insert -to a desired color 
calibration standard-, at line 1 1 , after "first centroid" insert -based on said first color 
calibration standard associated with a first color instrument type--, and after 
"second centroid" insert - based on said second color calibration standard 
associated with a second color instrument type -. 

In claim 11 . at line 9, after "color measurement data" insert -to a desired color 
calibration standard-; at line 13, after "first centroid' insert -based on said first color 
calibration standard associated with a first color measuring instrument type--; 
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and after "second centroid" insert - based on said second color calibration standard 
associated with a second color measuring instrument type -. 

In claim 17 , at line 2, after "wherein" delete -:;-. At line 12, after "measurement 
data", insert -to a desired color calibration standard-, and at line 1 3, after "first 
centroid" insert -based on said first color calibration standard associated with a 
first color measuring instrument type--, and after "second centroid" insert - based on 
said second color calibration standard associated with a second color measuring 
instrument type-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 10-20 are allowed over the prior art. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to color measurement systems for multi-standard 
color-measurement, whereby color-measurements based on a first color measurement 
standard may be selectively restandardized, so that system users are able to mix or 
employ color-measuring instrument types more easily and effectively, so that the 
resultant color measurement data may be evaluated as though it was generated by the 
other manufacturer's color-measuring instrument. 

The best prior art of record (US 6559944 or 6043894) assigned to Van Aken 
teaches an analogous art including transforming color measurement data from a first 
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color calibration standard to a second color calibration standard used by a second color 
measuring instrument (e.g., the remote color instrument laboratory via item 20 of fig. 1; 
see col. 3, lines 20-37); and remeasuring the color measurement data using the data 
transform or delta profile, so as to generate a new instrument profile until such time as 
the instrument generates corrected results within the appropriate specification (see col. 

3, lines 53-67 and col. 4, line 25 to col. 5, line 19). However, the prior art fails to teach 
selectively transforming the color measurement data to a desired color calibration 
standard using the data transform or delta profile, so as to r estandardize the color 
measurement data to the second color calibration standard, wherein the selectively 
transforming the restandardizes color measurement data is from a first centroi d based 
on said first color calibration standard associated with a firs t color measuring instrument 
type to a second centroid based on said second color calibration stan dard associated 
with a second color measuring instrument type . Accordingly, the limitations of claims 1- 
8, and 10-20 of the instant application are allowed over the prior art.
